The road to a mascot for 
LSUS has just gotten a bit 
more twisted. At the SGA 
meeting on Nov. 9, President 
Denitra Dennis reported that 
the mascot naming survey on 
Blackboard had been re- 
moved by Computing Ser- 
vices and the student name 
submissions with it. Dennis 
said that the SGA is prepared 
to continue with plans for the 
mascot with or without the 
Blackboard suggestions, but, 
as chair of the mascot com- 
mittee, she is ae ssh 


any of the deleted anit 
tion can be recovered. 

At the SGA meeting, Den- 
nis said that somebody in ad- 
ministration was pressuring 
Computing Services to 
delete the Blackboard sur- 
vey, which had been inactive, 
but refused to reveal who 
that administrator was. 

“It’s been going on way 
too long,” said Gregg Trusty, 
director of media and public 
relations, about the process 
of finding, developing and 
naming the mascot. Trusty is 
one of the members of the 
mascot committee. He said 
that although the search for a 
mascot name has been a 
sticking point with some 
members of the committee, it

He said that logistics— 
specifically, making sure that 
a person could fit in and 
move around the suit—have 
also had to be hammered out. 

“We need to get legal 
clearance,”’ Dennis said. 
“That’s where we’re at now.” 
The legal issues include 
making sure that the mascot 
does not resemble another 
trademarked character too 
closely. She said that the 
mascot committee was 
charged with choosing a de- 
sign for the mascot and that 
that has been done. “Every- 
thing (the mascot committee 
has) done, we’ve done in a 
timely manner,” Dennis said.

pinning of the fall 2005 se- 
mester. At that time, the 
contest to name the mascot 
was slated to last until Fall 
Fest and the named mascot 
would make its first appear- 
ance at Midnight Madness. 
The process of developing an 
original mascot for the uni- 
versity, as opposed to just 
buying a suit out of a catalog, 
proved to be too daunting to 
make that schedule. 

In February, the goal was 
that start of baseball season, 
a deadline which came and 
went, and in April, the goal 
was reported to be the start 
of the fall athletics season. 
With soccer already over and 
basketball season well un- 
derway, Dennis said the cur- 
rent goal is to have the

mascot ready for homecom- 
ing in February 2007. 

“Honestly, I don’t think 
the name is that important,” 
she said. 

Dr. Gloria Raines, vice 
chancellor of student affairs, 
is still reticent about the peli- 
can as a mascot. She said 
that because Shreveport al- 
ready has another pelican 
mascot (the Shreveport 
Sports’ Pistol the Pelican), 
that there might be some 
confusion. However, she said 
that no one is resisting the 
pelican mascot. 

Raines agreed that the ac- 
tual name of the bird is “not 
really a big deal.” She said 
that the Blackboard survey 
returned few new sugges- 
tions. “It’s difficult to name 
something that doesn’t ex- 
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ist,” she said. 

The plan to name the mas- 
cot was initially headed by 
former SGA senator-at-large 
Jessica Beach. Dennis said 
that the efforts to find a name 
for the mascot dropped off 
after Beach left the universi- 
ty, although both she and 
Beach are still collaborating 
to find a name. 

According to Sarah Swint, 
a recent graduate who was 
involved with the mascot 
committee when she worked 
for the SAB in the fall of 
2005, the SGA intended to 
give a prize to the student 
who chose the mascot’s 
name. She said that the prize, 
either an iPod or an X-Box, 
had already been purchased. 

Because the committee 
was in charge of finding a 
mascot design and not a 
name, no one recorded the 
names submitted via Black- 
board. Dennis said that it 
was difficult for her to get 
access to the names because 
students cannot act as ad- 
ministrators of Blackboard 
domains. Although Dennis 
said that many of the names 
submitted to Blackboard 
were the same as the ones 
submitted in the initial paper 
box mounted outside of the 
SGA office more than a year

Rec Center proposal should be encouraged to students 


After reading your Nov. 9 editorial on the 
so-called “Health Center” I have come to the 
conclusion that your editorial misinformed 
the student body and caused more confusion. 

I would first like to inform you that as a 
student worker in the UC I was exposed to 
the many advertising avenues that were used 
to promote the survey. There were multiple, 
large hanging banners in and outside the UC, 
fliers were handed out to students, placed on 
the Recreational Sports advertising table, ad- 
vertised on the university Web site and e- 
mails were sent out to all participants of the 
LSUS system. There were also incentives 
for those who did fill out the survey; iPod 
Nano’s were given out randomly to those 
who participated. Therefore I find it hard to 
comprehend that this survey and its impor- 
tance were advertised “minimal at best.” 

Secondly, the proposal is not for a “Health 
Center.” The survey was a feasibility study to 
see if a recreational facility would be of in- 
terest and of use to anyone involved with the 
LSUS system. This recreational facility 
could possibly contain a mailing center, food 
court, student lounges, a convenient shop- 
ping center, as well as a variety of other as- 


pects per the results of the survey. 

I believe that a new facility would benefit 
students. I regularly use our current recre- 
ational facility, and it definitely has room for 
improvement. Our current weight room has 
poor circulation, and equipment is outdated. 
I believe that improvements would encour- 
age students to use our free facility rather 
than paying for a gym membership. The 
committee that is in charge of this survey is 
not trying to build a Health Center; they are 
trying to better student life at LSUS and in- 
crease time students spend on campus. With 
a new facility there would be more opportu- 
nities available for students on campus in- 
cluding more advanced equipment and more 
student worker opportunities. 

Finally, 1 find it hard to understand why 
people would be against improving our cam- 
pus and would try to bring down such a proj- 
ect that could benefit so many. It seems to me 
that students would want to improve their 
campus life and activities they would like to 
be involved in.

No argument in debate success 


LSUS hosted its annual 
Red River Swing Tourna- 
ment last weekend. The 
tournament had 27 schools 
from as far away as 
Kansas and Boise, Idaho, 
with over 250 students 
participating in a variety 
of events. The swing tour- 
nament included members 
of the International Public 
Debate Association and 
Parliamentary Debates as 
well as Individual Events, 
or IE’s, like dramatic in- 
terpretation, after-dinner 
speaking, poetry and 
prose. 

Boise State won the 
overall tournament sweep- 
stakes that included points 
for IE’s and debate com- 
bined, as well as first place 
for IE Sweepstakes. In the 
debate half of the tourna- 
ment, Stephen F. Austin 
won first place by half a 
point over the University 
of Arkansas Monticello. 

LSUS had only five 


people compete in the de- 
bate half of the tourna- 
ment; these included 
Carlos Banks, Nichole 
Goad, Preston Langley, 
Keith Milstead and Alan 
Trichell. Only three of the 
LSUS participants broke 
into the elimination 
rounds of the tourney — 
Goad, Langley and Mil- 
stead. All three partici- 
pants were eliminated in 
the first round of the elim- 
ination rounds. 

LSUS debate coach Jor- 
gi Jarzabek was pleased at 
how smoothly the tourna- 
ment ran, considering how 
large it was and how many 
participants were in- 
volved. She was grateful 
for all of the faculty and 
students who came out to 
help with judging rounds 
and performing other du- 
ties. Over 125 faculty and 
students helped keep the 
tournament running 
smoothly and, for the most 
part, on time. Jarzabek 
also said she received sev- 


eral compliments from a 
variety of coaches and par- 
ticipants from the other 
schools at how well the 
tournament went. 

Senior public relations 
major Carlos Banks, who 
is on the debate team and 
competed over the week- 
end, felt that everything 
went smoothly as well.

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Survey to decide 
if LSUS gets ‘fit’

Depending on the results 
of the recent Recreation Sur- 
vey on Compass, LSUS may 
have a new recreation build- 
ing on the horizon. 

“Universities across the 
country are recognizing that 
they need to compete to get 
students, and they need to 
provide services to stu- 
dents...and among those 
services are recreation and 
fitness opportunities,” said 
Joseph Pearson, director of 
the University Center. 

As of yet, LSUS does not 
have a building devoted en- 
tirely to health and recre- 
ation. 

“We do not have a rec fa- 
cility here...the HPE build- 
ing is an academic facility,” 
said Pearson. 

Currently, LSUS is one of 
the last Louisiana. campuses 
without a building devoted 
entirely to health and recre- 
ation. According to Pearson, 
Northwestern State Univer- 
sity just completed its own 
recreation facility, LSU-Ba- 
ton Rouge recently renovat- 
ed and expanded theirs and 
the University of New Or- 
leans has a semi-new facility. 

The idea of having a 
recreation center on the 
LSUS campus emerged from 
a committee of faculty, staff 
and students. The committee 
was formed to devise new 
ways of recruiting and re- 
taining students. Among oth- 
er things, the committee 
decided that a new recreation 
facility might be a needed 
boost in getting students to 
come to LSUS and stay, 
once they get here. 

The first step taken by the 
committee was to hire 
Canyon & Gonsoulin LLC, a 
consulting firm, to see if 
adding a recreation center 


would be a feasible thing for 
the university to do. Last 
year, the firm spent two days 
looking at the facilities of 
both LSUS and LSUHSC 
and speaking to faculty and 
students about the proposed 
recreation center. 

As part of the feasibility 
study, Canyon & Gonsoulin 
also set out to do a survey of 
LSUS and LSUHSC. They 
wanted to reach the entire 
student body, but at that 
time, there was no way to 
reach everyone. With Com- 
pass up and running this 
year, the survey was finally 
held from Oct. 30-Nov. 2 
and exceeded expectations. 

“Our goal was to get at 
least 95 percent validity on 
(the) survey,” said Pearson. 
Almost 1,000 people took 
the survey, statistically giv- 
ing it a 97-98 percent validi- 
ty rating. With the number of 
people who participated, the 
survey will be looked upon 
as a true representation of 
the entire student body’s 
opinion. 

The consultants will now 
look at the results of the sur- 
vey, along with their person- 
al visit and then give LSUS a 
recommendation on whether 
building a recreation center 
is a practical thing for the 
university to do. They are set 
to be on campus Feb. 1-2 to 
give the final results. 

If it is recommended that 
LSUS build a recreation cen- 
ter, it will be built on the 
campus, but the question re- 
mains as to where. 

According to Pearson, 
there are several options, in- 
cluding renovating the cur- 
rent HPE building, adding it 
onto the University Center or 
building a brand-new facili- 
ty.

Prominant author speaking at LSUS today 

Jason Berry, author of the newly released Last of the Red 
Hot Poppas, is speaking in the Assembly Room on the third 
floor of the LSUS Noel Memorial Library today at 10:30 
a.m. Berry is a nationally recognized investigative journalist 
and freelance writer. He is best known for his exposés on the 
sexual abuse within the Catholic Church. Berry hails from 
New Orleans and has been interviewed at the national level 
for issues dealing with the Catholic Church and his native 
city. One of Berry’s investigative books even prompted the 
demotion of one of the most powerful priests in Rome. 

Last of the Red Hot Poppas is a departure for Berry, as this 
is his first work of satirical fiction. It delves into the social 
and political milieu that is life in Louisiana and, as Berry has 
called it, is a “spiritual comedy.” 

English professor Dr. Robert C. Leitz III enjoyed the book 
and believes a wide range of students will also enjoy reading 
the novel and listening to Berry speak.

‘A Good Year’ is good at best

“A Good Year” is the story 
of an English trading tycoon 
who inherits his departed un- 
cles’ vineyard in France.

Russell Crowe, Albert 
Finney and Freddie High- 
more make this movie good 
but not great. Crowe stars as 
Max Skinner, a man who is 
consumed by the lust and 
greed of making a lot of 
money until his business 
dealings come under investi- 
gation and his uncle Henry 
dies (Albert Finney). 

Crowe ‘doesn’t really 
bring any powerful perform- 
ance to the role. He acts like 
a stone-cold business man 


throughout most of the film, 
but when it comes to the 
pure essence of his role, he 
gave me nothing. 

Finney gave a splendid 
performance, as did Freddie 
Highmore who plays Max as 
a child. They both brought 
passion to the film during the 
transitions from adult-Max 
to child-Max. The dialog 
that Finney and Highmore 
shared was unique, and it felt 
to me as if they were related. 

This film followed 
through from start to finish 
and felt complete when the 
credits rolled. 

Director Ridley Scott 
(Alien, Gladiator and Black 
Hawk Down) has always 
been one of my personal fa- 
vorite directors and still is, 
but this film was not the best 
he could have made it.

The LSUS Lady Pilots did 
everything right last Satur- 
day against No. 9 Lubbock 
Christian University — ex- 
cept their offense. By shoot- 
ing only 29 percent from the 
field, the Lady Pilots lost 61- 
49 even though leading at 
halftime by three points. 

Defensively, LSUS was 
stronger than ever, by hold- 
ing the Lady Chaps (1-0) to 
only 21 points in the first 
half.

The Lady Pilots (2-1), 
who were playing on their 
home court, came out flat in 
the second half. The Lady 
Chaps, who are the 2006 
NAIA national champion 
runner-ups, hit a 3-pointer to 
start off the second half, and 


it appeared LSUS’ momen- 
tum went downhill from 
there. 

Offensively, the Lady Pi- 
lots were an astounding 0-15 
from behind the arc. Howev- 
er, junior post Kacie Cryer 
finished the game with a 
team-high 12 points and five 
rebounds; senior guard Jessi- 
ca Kelly had 10 points; and 
sophomore center Quan 
Joseph added 10 points and 
eight rebounds. 

“Tl think our effort was 
there, but the offense was- 
n't,’ head coach Ronnie 
Howell said. “I don’t think 
we should have shot 15 
three-point shots against a 
man-to-man either.
